! from 2 to 60 years of age.

In all veal there is a d e­ 
ficiency of fat as compared with beef. 
In bob veal this deficiency is naturally 
som ew hat m ore pronounced, because 
fat is a result of growth and age un­ 
der proper nutritive conditions.

he overcom e 'n a considerable extent 
I v cooking the veal with pork or other 
fat.
